When Jacobson left! home be had with 
him about 9100 with which he intended 
to make , a , pay me.nt;o«i ,bi£- home. , '. -No ono 
has been found who saw htm after leaving 
the store, and the supposition ia that he 
wot attacked near Sixth street by tramps 
or holdup men and murdered for bin mon- 
ey. The police however, scout this theory 
and believe that he has left the city ot his 
own free will, but friends and relatives 
claim that this idea is preposterous, as he 
had absolutely no cause to desert his fam- 
ily. Ho had no bad habits, his family 
relations were of the pleasantest and at no 
time was he anything bnt happy and con- 
tented. 

He was thirty-two years of age and had 
been married tea years. He Is describ- 
ed as being Sve feet five inches tall with 
itght curly hair and sandy mustache. 
When tie.lelt home he wore a block fedora 
hat, dork suit of clothes and a light tan 
overcoat. Hib disappearance is shrouded 
in the deepest mystery, and Ms wife is 
prostrated with anxiety. Arrangements' 
are being made; .by the' missing mans 
friends to drag the river ,1a the vicinity, 
of sixth street to ascertain if the murder 
theory is correct.

CITIZENS AND 
BLOODHOUNDS 
IN MAN HUNT 

With the aid of two bloodhounds which 
had been shipped from Martinsville, O,, 
between a tbonsand and fifteen hundred 
pttirtps of .Milford -i a*n^„yicinlty. tracked 
two hurghirs across country and stream, 
finally losing the trail in the crowded 
streets of Cincinnati. The burglars looted 
Charles SJedelberg's jewelry store and the 
Milford Hardware company's store. They 
secured jewelry valued at 9600, and re- 
volvers, razors and knives valued at $400, 
in addition to a goodly amount of cash. 

As soon as the burglary was discovered 
the entire community became aroused, and 
the farmers dropped their plows and the 
mechanics their tools, until ''the posse 
numbered more than a thousand. When 
the blood lion nds arrived they were at once 
taken to Bedelberg's store. The dogs took 
the scent from a plush watch case, which 
bad been left lying on the floor. Sniffing 
the wind, the vicious b rates started after 
their quarry, baying as they ran. •Jump- 
ing through a window, which had been 
left open by the burglars, the dogs followed 
the troll through Milford to the Little 
Miami river with the army ot men, armed 
with all manner of weapons, close behind. 

The stream was crossed on an improvised 
ferry, which carried but six men at a time. 
Then the chase led through South Mtlford 
and across a . plowed field. About a milo 
from the town the dogs stopped and began 
sniffing at a hollow tree. Examination 
revealed a number of watchcases,' which 
.had been left behind by the burglars, 'and 
when the chase was renewed the trail led 
bock toward the river and . across to .the 
Hamilton county tide, and on to the rail- 
road tracks, of the Cincinnati, Milford and 
Loveland Traction line. 

By this time the crowd had been aug- 
mented to fully 1,500. Farmer boys joined 
in the chose, armed with pitchforks, cud- 
gels or whatever they could lay their bands 
upon. ■ Following close on theheelt of the 
dog| ( tho men tramped along the railroad 
track until Cincinnati was reached. At 
tho corporation limits of the city a halt 
waa taken to hold a consultation. 
^Some one in tho crowd shouted; "On 
to Cincinnati!" and - simultaneously the 
crowd moved forward, traversing street 
after street until the busy thoroughfares 
were reached and the dogs, becoming con- 
fused gave up the trail; The burglars were 
tiill at large;>when the crowd of fully a 
thousand ffathared about the depot on 
Sycamore street, waiting to get back to 
Milford. The cars ; could carry but. fifty 
persons at a time, and, altough extra cars 
were pressed into service, it .was long after 
midnight when, the lust of the MUfordttes 
were on their way back home to tell of the 
.experiences of the day and its many dis- 
appointments.

IS KEPT IN THE SHADE 

Washington Correspondent Shows How 

Senator Spooner and Friends Will 

Keep Reformer In Background 

A staff correspondent of the Chicago 
Journal wires his paper as follows: 

.''Should Gov. La Follette come to the 
United States Senate what will be be able 
to do in the way of advancing the policies 
for which be has stood so persistently and 
fearlessly for years? Will he form an 
alliance with President Roosevelt and be 
the champion 'of the President in tho 
Senate? 

"The La Foltette who wat a member of 
the house yean ago is not the La Fo I let to 
of today, and it is probable that his record 
in the senate will be disappointing, both 
to bim snd to bis friends. To answer the 
second qnestion first, it may be Bald that 
he will not be the mouthpiece of the ad- 
ministration. Even were the president 
willing to have him act in that capacity 
be could not afford to invite defeat for bis 
pet measures by having them put forward 
by such a champioa. Furthermore it is 
pretty well understood that the president 
regards La Foltette as being entirely to 
much of an extremist, and unlets his men- 
tal attitude should undergo a radical 
change, La Follette wilt be no closer to 
him than any other member on, the re- 
publican side. 

For four years longer, at least,' Senator 
Spooner will be in tbe senate and one of 
its commanding figures, He and Lo Fol- 
etto are bitter enemies. Spooner is solidly 
intrenched in senate leadership. He is 
prominent by reason oE his long semen on 
senate committies. His friends in that 
body include practically every man who 
exerts any influence which it worth while. 

"La Follette will have a voice and vote 
in that body, andtbnt iaall hg^ will haye.^ 
Hii^ "committee assignments to atari 
with will be unimportant, and his 
opportunities to exert an influence on 
leaistation will be absolutely nil. 
Prevailing Senate sentiment will be di- 
rected against him, and he will be about 
at lonesome a man at bos been in congress 
for many yean. As a radical, he will be 
out of place in a conservative body, and as 
the champion of certain economic reforms, 
among tbem the better regulation of the 
great carrying companies,' he will be of- 
fensive to all' the men who make senate 
sentiment and control senate politics, 

"This may sound harsh, but it is the 
truth, and the friends of the brilliant Wis- 
consin reformer may as well fuce it now as 
later. It will be remembered that when 
Senator Beveridge first loaded In Washing- 
ton oa a member of the senate he took it 
upon himself to make an address upon .tho 
Philippine question. Later on he mode n 
second address upon the eame question, 
ond then be passed into retirement, from 
which he began to emerge only a couple of 
years ago. Beveridge'a experience will be 
duplicated by Gov. LoFollette, unless all 
signs should fail."

Tbe marsh at this time of the year is one 
great lake and tbe brothers left - the Hori- 
con landing to get in readiness at the 
Green Head end for the shooting season, 
which opened Monday morning. 

Tbe distance to be traveled was eleven 
miles, and the start waa mode at 2 o'clock. 
Both men used long push paddles and after 
they had progressed about three miles- a .

Water for I-'nrni Anlranln. 

It Is admitted that water Is essential 
to the well-being of humans, and If 
this Is so, why should anyone 'proaii mo 
to think that animals can get along 
with little or no water? Yet .that Is 
the plan on which many farmers work. 
The cows and borxes nro, perhaps, 
properly watered, but tho other farm 
animals nre given little water. In a 
series of experiments enrried on by tho 
writer a number of yearn ag6 It was 
foiind (lint sheep, swlue and poultry 
gave- us nearly HO per cent better re- 
turns when regularly and carefully wa- 
tered than when the water was given 
but occasionally. 

That Is, the egg mipply wna larger 
from the liens, and tho sheep and hogs 
kept to the desired weight. More than 
thin, we foand there was less trouble 
with diseases, particularly tboso tlmt 
bad the stomach fur their base of at- 
tack, it is now n regular practice to 
glvo all the, animals oil the farm reg- 
ular supplies of clean water. In water- 
ing the sheep and swlue, troughs aro 
provided and kept for the purpose. 
After the animals have drunk, tho 
troughs are removed, so that there Is 
no chance of them being denied, It 
will pay every time to water nil farm 
animals regularly ana with clean wa- 
ter. — I mllauapolis Xews. 

HnrvcMtlnnr Cowpenti. 
The New Jersey Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station used tho following meth- 
od for harvesting and curing cowpean 
needed for certain experiments: They 
were cut with a mowing machine and 
allowed to wilt thoroughly. This re- 
quired two days. Tbey were tuen 
raked in windrows and placed In small 
cocks made narrow and about tho 
same diameter throughout In order to 
Insure an even eurc, Tlio hay remain- 
ed In these cocks for five days. The 
cocks were then " lurncd over for a 
couple of hours to dry the bottoms, 
which had taken up moisture from the 
soil. The hay was then hauled to the 
barn iu excellent condition. The leaves 
retained their green color, nnd nearly 
all were preserved. The hay, oven at 
this time, felt u lit tin damp to tho 
touch, nnd to one who had ncvi^r had 
experience with the crop, It doubtless 
would hnvo nppearal unfit tu store, 
but It saved perfectly and .was eaten 
greedily by the animals In the test 
with scarcely ally waste. An nvcrnge 
crop of cowpcas showed a yield of two 
and one-half tons per acre. — Homo 
Monthly. • 

Useful Nctt In«ecta, 
Among the useful bug Importations 
of tho Agricultural Department, be- 
sides the ladybird, Introduced success- 
fully among. the California fruit groves 
to destroy the dreaded San .lose scale, 
a small parasite comes from South Af- 
rica which lu like manner destroys tho 
black scab, another formidable pest 
doing great injury to the Pacific coast 
orange crop. The newcomer goes nt 
Its work In n businesslike manner, nnd 
promises to be tho means of rescuing 
almost from destruction an Important 
Industry. Tho importation of protect- 
ive bugs Is sure to* expand, ns their 
potencies nro made known aud occa- 
sion for thorn rises. — American Culti- 
vator.

At Salt Lnke City nnd two other 
points schools nre maintained In which 
the work of personal evangelization Is 
taught.

They are special- 
ly drilled In tho tenets of the faith nnd 
nre made' thoroughly familiar with the 
Bible nnd the application of its pus- 
Bogcs to Mormoiilsm; Before they are 
sent forth they receive a thorough test 
nnd examination.

It wns curly discovered 
that the emigration to those sections 
wiib largely from that class of people 
which found Its men as too sum II in the 
older settled sections to purchase land 
at prevailing prices — the homeseekera 
with small menus, In uther words. 

When tt section is favorably reported 
upon, missionaries nro sent there. 
There Is u perfect division of territory, 
so tlmt no effort Is wasted. The mis- 
sionaries generally travel by twos. 
Each Is gnrbed In blaek and curries a 
Bible In hand or coat pocket. They go 
up to a bouse, knock, nnd when they 
gain the attention of the occupants 
proceed to push their work with all of 
tho per I Inn el l y of tho veteran tmok 
agent. If they receive the slightest en- 
couragement they come ngnln and 
ngnln. They are under instructions to 
pick out thrifty, prosperous and Indus- 
trious citizens of the middle class, and 
where possible these receive substan- 
tial Inducements to join the colonics in 
the Northwest. 

These missionaries are careful to 
state that Mormoulstn has eschewed 
the doctrine of polygnmy, and they not 
only do not teach it, but teach against 
It. The younger Mormons, as a mat- 
ter of fact, are opposed to polygamy. 
It has long been recognized ns an na- 
na tu rat condition in n civilized coun- 
try, nnd od ii cat Ion Is making it more 
repugnant to the younger of both 
sexes. Many of them refuse to coun- 
tenance It In nny way, - 

The church organization is so com- 
pact that it Is possible for it to act 
quickly, and the mall nnd telegraph 
nre freely used to transmit cdlctB. 
Within two days after President Smith 
lias formulated one, It is In the hands 
of every Mormon church olllcer within 
n radius of 100 miles. Discipline Is 
rigorously ma la tallied, nnd disobedi- 
ence has met with such prompt pun- 
ishment that It Is rare nowadays. 

It is asserted that the Mormon 
church Is growing more rapidly than 
any other In the world, nnd all credit 
Is laid to the thorough organization 
for evangelization. It ecru Its are com- 
ing from all parts of tlm globe, and the 
general policy of the church to mass 
Its strength in I* tali and adjoining 
States is still being followed. 

Half of the vote hi Salt Lake City Is 
east by Mormons, and ia the remain- 
der of the Stato the church polls 80 per 
cent of the total, Iu Idaho nearly a 
third of the voters nro Mormons, and 
this fact has given the leaders there 
Immense political power, since by 
throwing It one way or tlio other po- 
litical control Is fixed. Thero Is no 
fanatical political feellug among Mor- 
mons, and they readily obey the order 
of the church, which' has many emi- 
nent politicians on Us official roll. 

World *• Largest Floating Dock.

Plan* New Mormon Cnlony, 
President Joseph Smith, head of the 
Mormon church, has bought 07.000 ncrcs 
of land In Alberta nnd proposes to estab- 
lish -a . colony of Mormons, The price 
paid \v.nn 5-100.000. The plan Is to break 
the tract into email farms to he settled 
upon by Mormon colonists from Utah mid 
elsewhere. Although the deal has. been 
closed, tho Mormons are not expected tu 
lake possession until late this full' or 
enrjy- next year. They Twill raise crops 
this season. at their, old homes.

In Armenia 
tlio attempt made by Russian' agents 
to Incite the Mussulmans against tho 
Christians (noa-orthodoxi has failed.

For cen- 
turies the mainspring of Itusslnn do- 
mestic government has been "dlvldb 
et Impora" — divide and conquer. Tha 
Polish Catholics bavo been arrayed 
against the Jews; thu Russians against 
the Baltic province Germans; the regu- 
lars against the old orthodox; Ar- 
menians against Mohammedans; land- 
lords against peasants; workmen 
against students; priests against bish- 
ops; bureaucrats against, aristocrats, 
But now the wholo bad system Is com- 
ing to an end, The people of all sects 
and races are coming to see that tliclr 
true euomy Is tho autocracy. 
. Further events of the week nre: 
April U — At a Moscow conference of 
the physicians from all parts of tlio 
empire to consider ways and means to 
check the spread of cholera, It was 
voted that tlio extreme poverty of the 
Russian people made n fertile field for 
cholera and other diseases, thnt this 
poverty could not be mitigated until 
the war was stopped and the system of 
government changed, nnd that, there- 
fore, a constituent assembly should nt 
once be chosen on the basis of free, 
direct, universal, and secret suffrage. 

April — A terrorist, disguised as a 
Cossack colonel, wns discovered with- 
in the palace of the Czar at Tsars koa 
Seloc. Tiro bombs were concealed on 
bis person. 

April 8— The great annual rovlew of 
the Horso Guards wns held In St Pe- 
tersburg. For the first time in a cen- 
tury the Emperor was absent He was 
afraid of assassination. 

April S — Six thousand workmen 
paraded in tho city of ^iuolensk bear- 
ing banners inscribed "death to the 
Czar assassin," 

During the entire week the peasant 
uprising in the south continued, Most 
of the 'landlords have -fled from their 
cs bites, and their chateaux hove been 
given over to pillage arid flame. A* 
tho weather gets warmer the risings 
are gradually spreading northward.

when peace comes and the sullen, hu- 
miliated nrmy returns;-; the revolution 
Will losolts present iiichonto form and 
organize itself for business.

DREmDhU SHOTTtD FEVER, 



New York 'a " M jxtci Ioub Kp Identic 
Known tin Cercliru-Sphuil Mtniii^kU. 

The spread of cerebro-spinnl n i en i il- 
eitis linn aroused the New York health 
department to the necessity of a system- 
atic and thorough Investigation Into the 
cause of the disease nnd the possibility 
of, if not n cure, nt least a remedy by 
which the high rntc of mortality of men- 
ingitis mny be lowered. It is' a curious 
thing that In spite of the thousands of 
Tlcthns carried off by this form of men- 
ingitis nnd in spite of the progress mndc 
la medical science In tho last fifty jmm 
there seems to be little more of practical 
value knou-ii nbout It than there was 
three or four decades ago, when it was 
popularly called the spotted fever. Since 
then It has been discovered that it Is a 
germ disease and that the microbe enters 
the nobc and finds lodgment in the brain. 
Occasionally the public Is informed that 
some cure for it has been discovered, 
but noao of these nostrums thus far tried 
has effected the slightest decrease ia the 
number of deaths caused by tha dlie&ae. 

Most of the victims are children, es- 
pecially those from 1 to 5 years of age, 
sod the vast majority of them coma 
from the poorer classes. It Is confined to 
no one district, or Btreet, or block of 
the city, where special conditions might 
five rlso to its spread. The popular be- 
lief 1b that epidemics of meningitis fol- 
low severe winters, but the history of 
the disease shows that this is not entire- 
ly true. 

Ia 1003 thercwerc only 271 fatal cases 
la New York City, but last year the 
fatalities had jumped to 1,211, Last 
month there were 140 deaths aud la Jan* 
uary 107. The onset of the disease li 
sadden and its course rapid and fatal. 
Even those who recover ore never aa 
strong, either mentally or physically, as 
they were before the attack. Any condi- 
tions which produce bodily or mental de- 
pression predispose to the disease, and 
It has assumed Its most fatal type dur- 
ing times of famine and among squalid 
tenement dwellers or ho Idlers lu crowded 
barracks. 

The course and symptoms vary re- 
markably Iu different types. Ia tho ma- 
lignant or fulminant type the disease 
may prove fatal In a few hours. Remit- 
tent aud intermittent forms are recog- 
nized, In which tlio fever Is lower, or en- 
tirely absent for two or three days, and 
there Is a form that much resembles ty- 
phoid, fever. 

N car oe» Usltm Cocaine. 
The recent outbreak of crime In Jack- 
son, Miss,, is attributed by the police to 
tiro increased use of coenioe by negroes. 
Until a year ago, it is claimed, the drug 
was unknown among them. Its consump- 
tion has now reached dangerous propor- 
tions ;, and Its users have' become Idlers, 
Indifferent to punishment, The author- 
ities ero discussing a crusade against tlio 
sals' of the drug, and it Is probable that 
Bomo drastic measures . may be put" la 
force to prevent Its use among the. ne- 
groes, Tho crusude will probably be run 
In connection with the war on vagrants 
now being wuged by the police 'depart- 
ment.

A solid gold bottle stood on the 
chemist's table. 

"In that bottle," he said, "my hydro- 
fluoric acid la kept. Hydrofluoric 
acid Is used In glass' etching. The 
etching on glass thermometers la all 
dono with it. It le colorless. It looks. 
like water, 

"But a drop of It on your hand 
would boro clean through to the other 
side like a bullet. Its Inhalation Is 
suro death. 

"Hydrofluoric ncld can be kept safe- 
ly In gold bottles alone. Sometimes 
bottles of India rubber, of lend, or of 
platinum are used. Nono of these, 
though, Is as Bate as gold. 

"Even when this acid Is In a gold 
bottte, precautions must be taken with 
it. It Is volatile, nmi btmcc a parafflne 
covered plate must bo clamped tight 
over the bottle's mouth. Also, the 
temperature of the room must not 
rise over 60 degrees, or tho gold bott- 
tlo will buret. 

"This acid, whose solo use Is In 
glass etching, Is probably the most 
dangerous thing In tho world to work 
with. The steeple-jack, tho lion 
tamer, the diver, oven the Japanese 
and Russian Boldler, do not take their 
lives In their bands to half tho extent 
the glass etcher does when, with his 
gold vial of hydrofluoric acid he 
otches the scales on our thermome- 
ters."— Phil odelphl a Bulletin.

But t do not 
believe It was ever the design' of Cod 
or man that It should be tho church of 
one to the exclusion of the others. In 
my judgment, the only,. way to keep It 
the church of all is, to stop drawing dis- 
tinctions between the sons of men. 

"This Country of ours 1ms gotten along 
pretty well thus far without class dis- 
tinctions, and God srant that this great

Good Koir Feed. 

The prominent institute lecturer, 
Mr. Theodore Lewis, luts the following 
to sny regarding the use of pumpkins 
nnd squash for the feeding of hogs: 

"I want to suggest a protl table In- 
vestment of n little labor and still less 
cash. Take from a half to o full acre 
of corn Held that lies nearest to the 
barn yard, tlmt Is likely to be well 
Hiipplled with manure, and give It n 
liberal dressing of that material. Then 
plow It under as soon ns possible, and 
stake off the plat bo that Its boundar- 
ies will be well known. When pre- 
paring tho com field be sure to give tills 
particular piece a specially good bor- 
rowing. When marking the Held for 
corn, probably from May 10 to 15, 
mark this plat also, one way, but 
plant: no' corn on It. When tho field Is 
burrowed to kill the sprouting weeds 
ami grass, us It should be before and 
after the corn Is' up, do not neglect 
the implanted portion. 

"About May 2*3, If the season Is or- 
dinarily favorable, plant this plat to 
squasb, but not tbe hard shell kind, 
or to pumpkins, or both. Plant eight 
feet apart en eh way, and put In plenty 
of Beed bo as to give cut worms or 
squash bugs t their All ami havo plants 
left. When the Insects have departed 
thin tho plants to four or five to the 
hill, If the Insects did not do tho 
thinning. Bach time the corn Is cul- 
tivated go through tho squash patch 
until the vines get too largo, tb allow 
it, . In this way the vines are not 
Injured by cultivation ef the corn, 

"If the BCttwm la at all favorable 
thero will- be tons of squashes and 
pumpkins an the ground, and they can 
bo got at without driving over a lurgo 
Held to .gethcr them, and will avoid 
waiting for them until the corn U ma- 
tured nud eat up. This makca.lt pos- 
sible to begin feeding them earlier, 
and so> lengthens tho feeding season 
of a kind of material that Is very 
beneficial to hogs ns'they arc changed 
from tho pastures to the fattening pen < 
for -early market. Audnothlng better 
substitutes' the succulence of tho sum- 
mer during tho later feeding period 
than tho 'fruits' named, 

''After the feed of corn, tho squash 
or pumpkin- dessert should follow on 
the feeding Hour, They should bo cut 
a few t lilies with it sharp Bpade, so the 
hogs can make good use of them. The 
quantity of feed .must be regulated 
li}'. the effect on the aninmla, and that 
can ho most quickly ' discovered by, 
watching the exeretuuiit, If too much 
Is bolug fed' the bowels will be toa 
loose, and tho .excrement wllliiot/bo 
of n , healthy color. .These things , will 
suggest n change In .quantity of the 
succulent feed.; With such feeding, 
however, vylseij^dotio, there will btj.no> 
breaking "down: of "hogs/ or, other' pre-'- 
von table ailments, but there ."will be 
a thrift and growth that will at one* 
surprise and. delight"

Cave In Sicily. 
"Anions the notable whispering 
places of the world is the 'Ear of Dl- 
onyslus,' " sold the poet-laureate of all 
the Pascagouloa, according to the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat, "it 1b in 
tho shape of a parabolic curve, ending 
In an elliptical arch, with skies paral- 
lel to Its axis, perfectly smooth, and 
covered with a slight stolsctitlc In- 
crustation that' renders Its repercus- 
sions amazingly sonorous. It Is 64 
leet high, from 11 to 35 In breadth, 
and 187 deep. 

"It has an awful and gloomy appear- 
ance, which, with Its singular shape, 
perhaps gave rise to the popular and 
amusing tradition that Dlonyslus bad 
It constructed for the confinement ol 
those whom he deemed Inimical to bis 
authority, and that from the little 
apartment above be could hear all the 
conversation among the captives wbo 
were brought to the ancient town of 
Syracuse in the time of Its splendor, 
when It was the largest in Sicily. 
The sound of words uttered with a 
(ow voice Is augmented in vaults or 
galleries so as to become audible at 
a considerable distance from the 
^ s peaker. 

■"A like effect takes place In a less 
■''degree when sound ascends from the 
f bottom of a deep well, or when wonts 
s are uttered at one extremity of a long 
•• corridor or passage In a building. If, 
- a pin be dropped Into a well the sound 
■produced when It strikes the water Is 
••distinctly heard at the mouth, or the 
•-sounds of words spoken near the sur- 
face of any well Is similarly augment- 
ed. Try It"
